WORK THE PRISONERS.
I here is one way by which bad

places in public roads may be improved
in the county at little expenso to the
taxpayers. This is by working the
prisoners confined in the county jail as
provided by law. ,. s J.T'

Th IJfTEinr,issCii w informed that
there afi' nearly always confined here
from eight tot twenty prisoners. Such
of these as have jail sentences passed
upon them are subject to work on the
publio roads, under the direction of the
county court. These men could be
utilized and a good deal of necessary
worts done at very little expense.

If it becomes desirable to commence
a system of macadamized roads, or to
macadamize such places as can be made
permanently good in no other way, the
county could purchase a rock crusher
and always

.
have on hand a good supply

oi crushed rock, to be used whenever
needed in the locality of the crusher.
In cose places distant several miles from
the crusher needed metaling the crusher
could be easily moved,

The most efficient work the prisoners
could do, though would be in grading
draining and crowning portions of
publio roads where the natural run of
waters, or flat surfaces create and main
tain mud holes. A small force of men
wnon Kepi constantly at worK can ac-

complish a great deal of good in a few
months.

GOING WITH THE PEOPLE.
Unless republican gold bugs and plu

tocrats find some way of tying Senator
Stewart down, he is going to make
trouble. Ho is already kicking clear
out oi the traces, ana threatens, unless
the republican party shall change its
attitude toward the people, to make
more trouble yet.

The fact is, that republicans like
Stewart, Ingalls, Teller, Woolcot,
Plumb and Jones, are ready to break
away from republican plutocracy and
downeast domination, and cast their
lots with the people. They know that
the demonetization, or limiting of sil-

ver coinage ' (for they both mean the
same thing) will lead to the , single
standard of gold. They know that
there are only 800,000,000 of gold coined
each year.and that when that is divided
amongst 400,000,000 of people annual
ly that it is totally inadequate as a
money supply. They know that the
next thing will be the placing of our
fiscal management in the hands of a
national bank, one much like that which
Andrew Jackson destroyed, only with
still more horns and cloven feet. They
don't want a board of national bank
directors to be appointed guardians of
the people's interests, no more than they
would want a gang ot ravenous woives
appointed to guard a flock of sheep.

One of the tricks of the gold-bu- gs is to
say, "O, yes, I am for silver coinage,
but let us take care of the tariff first."
When did it ever before become neces-

sary for the democratic party to lay
aside important issues and only press
one at a timeP Are we also to defer (he
issue against extravagance of expend-

itures, the robbery through pension
sharks, and civil service reform? No, it
seems not. Nothing but silver coinage
is to be laid on the shelf; and yet there
is no other issue the party can make

that is of more importance, more vital,
or stronger. The advice to drop
this comes from Wall street from men
who think that by depriving the people
of silver coinage they can the sooner
put them in a condition of permanent
financial helplessness.

- The St. Louis Republio is still "wob-

Free Coinage of silver.

Editor Ixtkixigenckk: Tlio dis-
cussion of the free coinago of silver
should not lie allowed to Hag by the
friends of that measure. Already can
be seen a disposition on the part of
some members of the democrat io party
as well os the republican loaders to
ignore this important question. How-
ever much politicians may endeavor to
dodc. education of the subject must
go on. The people arc vitally interest-
ed. It affects their interests too great-
ly for indifference mid an issue must lie
made upon it and fought to tt close in
the parties and out of tlieiu, with or
without the recognition of parly mani-
pulators.

Permit me to add my mile to the
discussion. Let thai, at least, be free.

Harring a few and comparatively
trivial accidents, all value has been
produced by, and all wealth is but the
accumulated surplus or iinconsiinicd
product of, labor. Silver, gold tlie
precious stones, and many other arti-
cles in themselves nimble to sustain
life or give comfort, are by universal
consent considered as representing so
much of stored labor. This is more
accurately truo in regard to tins metals
used us money gold and silver.

Left to be governed by the natural
laws of trade, silver would represent in
the world the labor expended in its
production. Not merely , tho actual
work done in tho mines .where it is
produced, iiut4t-jO(t- - .t h Jabr, of.
thMPOVid ; which Includes all of the.
labor of all of ,the silver hunters, the
unsuccessful as well as the successful.

' From out of the mists of antiquity it
has come down to us side by side with
gold as the world's money. Tho attempt
to do without it ss money, now being
tried by some of the nations of Europe,
is but an experiment. As yet it has
been subjected to no crucial test. It is
an experiment in the face of the experi-
ence of the world for all time.

At present its value compared with
that of gold is considerably depreciated.
It is claimed that its purchasing power
is only eighty-on-e per cent, of that of
gold. This has not been caused by
the free coinage of silver, for its coin
age has been limited by law for the

e.igVtee.nyeftl3 at least Dunne
l the whole time when there was no at
tempt to limit its output as money, it
suffered no serious deterioration in
value. At the time of the first legisla-
tive discrimination against it in this
country it was slightly ahead of gold
by the same comparative standard.
There have been many fluctuations in
the comparative value of the two metals
but they have always righted themselves
heretofore. The present discrepancy
is the greatest of which I have any in-

formation.
It is the belief of many, of whom I

am one, that the depreciation of silver
is not due to natural causes, but is the
result of unfriendly legislation that,
left to the natural laws of trade and
finance, it would have continued to hold
its own, as it has from time immemo-
rial. It is also my opinion, that, once
restored to its long enjoyed privilege,
it would gradually right itself and as-

sume its old place in the monetary
system of our country, and of the
world. But predictions are unsatisfac-
tory, and conjecture profitless. This
much we know. Silver has fallen in
value in comparison with gold. The
evil, o'r inconvenience, is already upon
us. What shall wo do about it?

To mo it seems as demonstrable as
any theorem in geometry that there is
no logical or tenable position between
the free coinage and demonetization of
silver.

That every argument in favor of
excluding any part of the silver of the
world from the privilego of coinage, is
a stronger argumeut in favor of exclud-
ing it all ; and that any proposition to
coin any part of it, includes stronger
reasons for granting the privilege to
all.

Of couse this does not apply to sub-
sidiary coins, fractions of a dollar, of
limited legal tender value, and intend-
ed only for local circulation.

The whole theory of coin money is
that the metal used is already the stan-ar- d

of value in exchange of commodi-
ties, and that the stamp of the die, or
mark of government, upon it is only a
guarantee of its quantity and fineness,
and this only gives it currency, and
enables commercial bargains to be
transacted with more facility. That an
uncoined piece of the same metal, of
equal weight and fineness, is worth as
much as the coined piece, less the cost
of coinage.

This has been the theory of the "hard
money" advocates as opposed to the
baseless visions of "fiat money" dream
ers. Does any man hold any other
theory? he is on the shoreless sea of
speculation.

Now if we aro to have silver for
money at all, nothing should be done
to discredit it or lower its value. True
financial policy forbids any attempt to
give any substance artificial value by
legislative fiat. It more surely forbids
the destruction of value by that means.
Limiting the coinage of silver is another
term for excluding some of it from that
privilege. The chief use the world
makes of silver is as money. That
which is denied the full privilege of
being made into current coin is degrad-
ed from its most important office or
function. This necessarily lowers its
value or purchasing power. If the hard
money theory, before mentioned, is the
true one, any lowering of the value of
silver as a metal is inevitably followed
by a corresponding decline in the value
of that part which has been coined. So
that limiting the coinage of silver
necessarily depreciates its purchasing
power as a metal wnemer coinea or
uncoined. The converse is as plain
and incontrovertible. Under free coin
age the metal assumes its natural value,
which will be greater in the absence of
unfriendly legislation than in the face
of it; and this, too, whether coined or
uncoined.

The evil complained of is the depre
ciated value of silver. It is demon-
strated that limiting its coinage will
not remedy the evil, and that free coin-

age will not increase it. Does this de-

preciation unfit it for money ? It can-

not be that part of it is suitable, and part
Unot so. It must be free coinage or de

monetization in the end. Which shall
it be? Numerous considerations are
involved in the answer. I will not
attempt even to mention the greater
part of them. I will only toncTi upon
four.

First Is its purchasing power great
enough to make it of value as money P

Notwithstanding tho admitted fact of
its depreciation as compared with gold,
the purchasing power of silver has
steadily increased in the marts of trade
for the last twenty-fiv- e years. Although
in some places it will not buy as much
as gold, ti led by our comparative stand-
ard, its value has still increased. Leav-
ing coinage out of the question, wo can
say from our own knowledge of the
prices of the staple art icles of commerce
that the purchasing power of an ounce
of silver, taken on au average in the
whole commercial world, has been grad-
ually increasing during that time.
That it will now buy more of the neces-
sities of life, on nn average, than it
would buy during that time generally.

Second It represents more labor,
that is, it will purchase more labor
than it would during that time, taken
on the average Consequently there is
Jess reason for its demonetization on
the ground of inconvenience than ever.
Our own experience shows that it is

eminently suitable for money.
Third Tho great Injustice of demon.

e tjzntlon. As has bean said,silver repre
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sents the value of tho labor expended in
its production; that is, all the silver of
tho world represents all of the labor the
world has expended in the search for
it, and in mining and bringing it to
market. If from any natural cause this
has depreciated in value it is a misfor-
tune. If it hits been brought about by
artificial causes such as legislation it is
a blunder amounting almost to crime.
Scattered throughout the world it
has become a convenience to all men,
being used as a standard of value. II

litis cost labor a very large per cenl. of
allot its surplus. Its value destroyed,
convenience would require that it be
substituted by some other money. The
substitute must lie of intrinsic value
must represent labor. It must, be fur-

nished to the world at the cost of labor.
In this country the substitute must
come from tho government. The gov-

ernment lias no other source of revenue
than taxation. All taxes come off of
productive labor at last, whatever of
value is lost in tho depreciation of silver
by natural causes on all accumulated
wealth and productive labor alike in
just proportions. Whatever loss is
occasioned by discriminating legisla-
tion, or demonetization, falls upon the
producing classes of the country almost
exclusively.

Fourth America is the great, silver
producing country of the world, and
tho United States has within her lor-de- rs

Wge; deposits of, tho precious
metal;'. As long as sliver is'money' we

.Stand- witS.' Cv.ut3i;U!gCJ; : Of J'eing.
Korlgtual producers of permanent wealth.
Shall weuid tho non-silv- er producing
countries of Europe in destroying or
duninishiii'r its value?

We hear of no considerable"' party
now in our country which openly ad-
vocates the demonetization of silver :

but those who engineered the financial
legislation which limits its coinage,
pneo did this very thing outright. They
are wise enough to see that the most
certain means of demonetizing silver is
dograding it by limiting its coinage.

Free coinage of silver is only the re-

pealing of laws that have been enacted
against it. It will bo undoing au in-

equality, not creating one.
The "money of our country amounts

to about $25 per capita, of this $11 are
gold,$7.33 silver.and $6.78 paper. The
elimination of national bank and green-
back circulation from our money is a
consummation greatly to be desired by
all lovcrs'of honest money, not under
the power of legislation to control its
volume. It is also necessary that the
volume of currency should not bo con-

tracted and the free coinage of silver
and its increased production offers the
readiest and most natural solution of
the problem. To demonetize silver
would greatly reduce tliejvoluiue, and
would increase the purchasing power
of a gold dollar enormously and as it is
tho only standard of value, stocks and
bonds will increase in value proportion-
ally, and as all taxes and interest are
drawn from the productive classes these
will have their burdens increased cor-
respondingly.

It would be the worst kind of class
legislation. Capitalists all know that
gold will never furnish a snfiicieut vol-

ume of circulation. Some other money
will become a necessity. There remains
only the National banks, and a perpe-
tuity of our interest-bearin- g debt as a
basis for the people's money, with the
value of currency under control of leg.
islation, to bo manipulated by our
"financiers."

The methods of Europe and imperial
governments are quoted ngalnl us, and
in fact we now have the finances of our
republic administered on an imperial
plan. Tho lovers of a "strong govern-
ment" and privileged classes nre al
tho head of tho attempt upon silver,
destroying it by tlio slow ami torturing
process of limited coinage. Underlying
that, as under tho tariff question, is the
contest of tho two principles of govern-
ment that have been at war since t he
birth of civilization centralization,
which has for its ideal an imperial gov-
ernment based on the right to govern,
and the republican ideal, based on the
rights of man.

Legislative interference with the
natural course of trade or finance is
always at the expenso of productive
labor. It is always suggested by those
who reap personal advantage from it.

In a republic such as ours, legislation
should bear with absolute equality on
the rights and interests of every citizen.
There is no other safe rule. This is
the very soul of democracy as it stands
as a wait of defense against plutocracy
on the one hand and communism ou
the other.

When the people of this land shall
become more thoroughly educated in
the true principles of republican gov-
ernment (and I believe they are now
becoming more so than at any other
time in our history) thoy will make the
chief foundation stone of all their polit-
ical faith, until, in all political move-
ments, it shall come to pass, that
"Whosoever shall fall on this stone shall
be broken, but on whomsoever it shall
fall, it will grind him to powder."
